White Paper to Stand, 
Indication Now

LONDON—The White Paper, by 
the terms of which Britain’s gov- 
ernment will terminate immigra- 
tion into Palestine in March next 
year, will not be abrogated, it was 
indicated this week in a House of 
Commons address by Colonial Sec- 
retary Col. Oliver Stanley. 
Stanley reported that the im- 
migration quota of 75,000 has not 
been filled, but that up until Sep- 
tember, 43,992 Jews had entered 
the country legally. and illegally, 
and that immigration would con- 
tinue to be- permitted until the 
quota is met, even if that should 
be after March, 1944. The Brit- 
ish government, he said, consid- 
ered that it would be unfair to

While the Peel plan sought to 
bring all Jews in Palestine within 
a proposed Jewish section of the 
country and to leave no Arabs 
there, the present project involves 
leaving a substantial Jewish pop- 
ulation outside of the proposed 
Jewish area, which would have.a 
good size Arab minority. It. is 
understood that under this plan 
the southern undeveloped part of 
Palestine, known as the Negev, 
would be given to the Jews. 


It was emphasized here today 
that there is no connection between 
the new partitions project and the 
discussions on the establishment 
of a pan-Arab federation which 
are now taking place in Cairo. 
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ARAB MINISTER SAYS U. S. NOT TO IMPOSE ZIONISM 
sIN PALESTINE; LEBANESE SITUATION WATCHED

NEW YORK—The belief that the British and 
American governments would not attempt to 
impose the Zionist program for a Jewish state 
in Palestine upon the Arabs was expressed here 
by the Saudi-Arabian Minister to Britain, Sheikh 
Hafiz Wahba, upon the conclusion of a tour 
through the United States in the company of 
Emir Feisal, the son of King Ibn Saud. “They 
would not try to force the Arabs to accept the 
Zionist idea,” he said, emphasizing that his opini- 
ons were his own and were not to be taken as 
those of Emir Feisal who is also the Saudi- 
Arabian Foreign Minister. He conceded that the 
Zionist movement was considerable in the United 
States, but added that “whatever its power, the 
Arabs will never yield.” 





Lebanese Events May Influence Palestine

JERUSALEM—Both Jews and Arabs in Pales- 
tine were wafching the developments in neighbor- 
ing Lebanon this week with great interest. It 
is felt here that the events in Lebanon may 
eventually influence the situation in Palestine. 
Should Lebanon succeed in having the Leagne 
of Nations’ mandate rescinded and in establish- 





ing complete sovereignty against the will of the 
French administration, then the Palestine man- 
date may similarly be challenged before its fate 
is decided by the League of Nations or any other 
international body which may replace the League.

JEWS SHOULD NOT BE OFFENDED 
AT CATHOLIC TEACHINGS, BISHOP SAYS 


(Bishop Francis J. Noll of Fort 
Wayne, in the first of a series of 
articles in the Indiana Catholic, 
this week declared that the par- 
ticular grievance of many Jews 
against Christianity and Catholo- 
cism is due to the emphasis in re- 
ligious teachings on the crucifixion 
of Christ. The article follows in 
its entirety.) 


From letters received from Jews 


} of prominence, from conversations 


with eminent Jewish leaders, from 
has read in Jewisn 
periodicals, the author is quite con- 
vinced that the chief grievance 
which Jews have against Chris- 
tianity today, and against the 
Catholic church in particular, is 
due to the emphasis which Jews 
believe is p'aced on the crucifixion 
of Christ “by the Jews.” 

They feel that prejudice gen- 
erating anti-Semitism is insti!led 
against members of their race in 
the hearts of young Gentiles— 
in Sunday school classes among 
Protestants, and in_ religious 
classes at parochial schools. 

For quite the same reason they 
are irritated by the civic as weil 
as by the religious observance of 
Good Friday when. they imagine, 
the entire Jewish race is de- 
nounced from the pulpit. It is 
quite natural, therefore, for them 
to feel hurt at the exhibition of 
passion plays. 


Jewish Views 


In the September, 1923, 
ber of B’nai B’rith News, the 
editor made his observation on 
the Oberammergau passion play: 

“For nearly 300 years the im- 
pressionable Bavarians have been 
flocking to the performances at 
Oberammergau and carrying away 
with them an overwhelming hatred 
of the Jew who is_ presented 
throughout as a villian, inhuman 
in his persecution of the Good 
Shepherd. It is more than a mere 
coincidence that Hitler, the leader 
of the most yicious anti-Semitic 
organization in Europe, enlisted his 
Grey Shirts in nearby Munich.” 


Back in 1922, the author had 
correspondence with Rabbi Ste- 
phen Wise on the subject of the 
Oberammergau passion play. Rabbi 
Wise had witnessed it in the year 
1920, and he felt personally con- 
vinced that any Jew in the audienc: 
would regard the production as 
anti-Jewish in effect, if not in in- 
tent. He wrote: 

“Some day I should like to dis- 
cuss with you the passion play 
and you would understand my 
point of view, which was _ incor- 
rectly reported by some news- 
paper man who probably did not 
even hear the address. I could 
not, however, help feeling as I 
sat at Oberammergau that the 
totality of the effect of the pres- 
entation of the passion play was 
very bad from the point of view 
of my people. The Jewishness of 
Judas was over-stressed and the 


num- 


Jewishness of Jesus and _ his 
mother was under-stressed and 
really ignored. In Chicago and 


e'sewhere I have simply tried to 
make clear that I regretted the 
passion play, not because it sought 
to do this but, because in effect, it 
made listeners feel that Jews had 
crucified Jesus, when in truth the 
one thing to make clear is that 
under God it had been given to 
my people to become Christ-bring- 
ers, the bearers of the life and 
spirit of Jesus to the world. But 
some day we must talk it over fully 
and. frankly. 
“In the 


meantime, heartfelt 


thanks to you again for your kind. 
ness.” 
“American Israelite” 

David Philipson, writing in The 
American Israelite (Cincinnati), 
also expressed the belief that the , 
continued bad feeling between Jws 
and Christians is largely due to the 
manner in which the story of 
Christ’s life is presented from the 
Christian pulpit and in the Chris- 
tian home. He says: 

“It was only a small number of 
priests in official positions at the 
time who were guilty of de- 
nouncing Jesus to the Roman goy- 
ernor. The people at large were 
not involved. In fact, it is writ- 
ten in the Book of Mark that the 
people heard Jesus gladly. Why, 
in the interest of goodwill and love, 
shall this not be stated? And 
why shal! it not be further taught 
that the Jews whom the children 
know, and the Jews with whom 
Christians come into contact today 
are not to be held responsible for 
the acts of the band of ancient 
Jewish priests ? 

“Why, in the interest of 
and good will, shall not th 
preachers from Christian pulpits 
and the teachers in Christian 
day schools point out the fine 
deeds of humanity and _philan- 
thropy of Jewish men and women 
in the world at large, and in 
the communities where they 
live? By implanting such ideas 
they will perform the greates. 
service in displacing the prei:. 
dice that now so largely holds. 
The darkness can be _ dispelled 
only by letting in the light. The 
baleful fires of hatred and preju- 
dice can be extinguished only by 
the refreshing showers of good 
will and human feeling. Some 
such method will contribute more 
than anything else toward eradi- 
cating the century-old prejudice 
against the Jews in the Christian 
world.”

Catholics Are Taught 


The author attended a paro- 
chial elementary school, a Cath- 
olic high school and college, and 
had graduate work under Cath- 
olic auspices, yet, during those 18 
years, never once gathered the 
impression from religious text- 
books or from teachers that the 
Jews should be excluded from the 
charity of Catholics because of 
the part comparatively few Jews 
had in the crucifixion of Jesus 
Christ. ps 

Catholic teaching rather centers 
around the infinite love shown by 
Christ for mankind in deliberately 
and freely choosing to make the 
supreme sacrifice for the redemp- 
tion of the human race. Holy 
Scripture clearly declares that 
Christ “offered Himself because He 
willed it”; it also makes it very 
clear that the Jewish people of 
Palestine as a whole actually loved 
Christ, that they followed Him by 
the thousands even for three days 
without having anything to eat; 
that they welcomed Him into Jeru- 
salem with hosannahs only five 
days before His execution; that 
“He was tried by night for fear 
of the Jews.” 


The only ones blamed by Cath- 


olics were “the high priests, 
Scribes and Pharisees,” rabble- 
rousers who were jealous of 


Christ’s popularity among the peo- 
ple and who, therefore, strove t¢ 
get rid of Him. 

The fact that the majority of 
Jews in Palestine loved and fol-

The price for a square meal in occupied Europe today is revo- 
lution against the Nazis: or a reasonably exact facsimile. The new 
United Lehman heads, is 
willing to feed Europe on those terms, for that price.

But Mr. Herbert Hoover, persisting in his efforts to feed the 
hungry pecple of Europe at once, demands that we furnish food 


without requiring any price. He would feed Europe before it rebels, 


cr even if it never rebelled. 
Between the Milistones 


What would happen if we accepted Mr. Hoover’s plan? We would 
then use Swiss and Swedish agents, operating throughout the con- 
quered countries, to succor starving women and children. We would 
ease their lot, certainly, and we would relieve the minds of their hus- 
bands, their sons, and also of their Nazi puppet rulers. We would 
reduce internal tension in each of these countries, moderate the policing 
problem, and invigorate the labor supply. 


At the same time, we would be hard at work in the skies, bombing 
day and night, in an attempt to bring about exactly the opposite effects. 
We would have one great organization, our air forces, killing non- 
combatants as well as combatants, doing its uttermost to reduce 
European morale, to increase European tensions, to destroy transport, 
which is the same as destroying food and clothing. Simultaneously, 
under the Hoover conception, we would have another great organiza- 
tion bringing in food, soothing unrest, and postponing the breaking 
point. Mr. Hoover’s proposal, for all its weighty humanitarianism, 
would actually grind the people of Europe between upper and nether 
millstones, postponing both victory through force, and victory through 
revolt, 


It Does Not Stand Alone 


It is a horrid thing to say that food should not be sent to any 
women and any children, anywhere. But Mr. Hoover’s trouble is 
that he disentangles this one horror from all the horrors of war, 
then fascinates himself contemplating it. as it stands all alone. But 
it does not stand alone. It stands in a field of horrors, of which 
air bombardment is one, and of which the scorched earth policy, 
by which Russia rendered millions of its own people homeless and 
hungry, is another. Do we deny food to French women and chil- 
dren? So does every French patriot who blows up a railroad line, 
ot who sabotages a powerhouse. He thereby helps to starve and 
freeze his own, and he does it (and this is no paradox, though it 
sounds like one) because that is the quickest way to end a situation 
in which his own are freezing and starving. 


The Russians denied the German soldiers houses in which to sleep 
during winter, at the heavy cost of burning those houses, and freezing 
their own people. The French underground works day and night. to 
disorganize the economic life of France, destroying factories, disrup- 
ting the rationing system, blowing up mines, though it knows that 
the immediate cost is more suffering for France. What is sabotage: 
except a delayed scorched-earth policy? 


Those horrors are committed by men who hate horrors, and as the 
cnly end to horror. It is into the presence of these great forces, mov- 
ing to their speedy climax: that Mr. Hoover would intrude with his 
moralities and ameliorations. 


How To End Horror 

But I wonder if Mr. Hoover understands that the Russians, who 
burnt their villages, were really kinder to their own people, than the 
French, who saved theirs. It is a real world, and a hard world. The 
only possible way to be kind in it is to be hard on the right side; 
and a trumpery, ambiguous morality which both bombs and feeds, 
The 
best proposal for ending horror wholesale that I ever heard of was 
the second front, and strangely enough I cannot recall that Mr. 
Hoover’s voice was ever raised for it.

The Editor’s Chair. 

Here’s a promise you can clip 
out and paste in your scrap book. 
I will never again criticize the 
Jewish group when it comes to 
charity. What happened? I just 
got through doing a little work on 
the United War Fund, I did some 
canvassing among firms which if 
the card I was carrying was for 
the Jewish Welfare Fund, I would 
not have dared gone out of without 
a hundred dollars. In one place 
the man gave $10 last year. He 
was individual division manager 
for one of the largest national 
firms in the United States and if 
his salary wasn’t $10,000 or more, 
then I’m not an editor. But in 
other places I got nothing. In 
fact, one fellow said he gives 
through his church. When I pin- 
ned that one down, it turned out 
that he put something in the col- 
lection dish when it was passed 
around. If I only had Al Segal’s 
pen, I could really write a piece 
now. 

* * * 

There is one point that seems to 
have been overlooked by our edi- 
torial writers and lecturers, that 
has an important bearing on our 
own “self respect” and Jewish 
morale. If it is definitely harm- 
ful to the morale of the Jews to 
see signs saying “Jews Not Want- 
ed Here” or “Gentiles Only,” then 
how about the sign we put in 
our business? Our salesman sold 
a Jewish man an ad last week, 
and he said, “Here is what I want 
you to print—‘Jews, please do not 
trade here.’” At another place he 
was told: “ Here is an ad, run it 
under a bond appeal, with my 
name, but that is the only way 
in which I want my name in your 
paper. I don’t want Jewish busi- 
ness.” If these were isolated in- 
stances, they wouldn’t be worth re- 
marking on; but nearly every 
Jewish business man says the same 
thing. “God forbid.’ they tell you, 
“If I had to depend on Jewish busi- 
ness.” 

Now I know as well as you do, 
what these men are objecting to. 
They object because they are asked 
to give cheaper prices; they ob- 
ject because the Jewish buyer 
more often than not, being in busi- 
ness himself, is more critical of 
the product than the untutored 
layman. In addition to these there

jyo¥ that Indiana Jewish congregations have 

before them the example of Beth El-Zedeck 
in Indianapolis in affiliating itself as a group 
with the Zionist Organization of America, the 
challenge is cast at the other congregations in 
the State. Excepting only two congregations in 


Indiana, all the rabbis of the State are affiliated 
as leaders in their communities with their local 
Zionist District, so that what is needed is the 
inspiration not the education. That inspiration 
Beth El, led by Rabbi Israel Chodos and under the 
guidance of Daniel Frisch, has now furnished. 


An Experiment for Indiana 


S AN interesting experiment in what a little 

publicity can do (what The Post can do also), 
how about every reader of this paper going to 
services next Friday night, Nov. 26. There is no 
special reason for the date, although there is a 
special reason for the prompting. 


Friday night services have replaced Saturday 
morning worship in American Jewish life, 
whether we like it or not. Friday night services 
are beautiful and heart-warming.

More Than a Prediction 


[]NSECOGNIZED by most Jews, there is gradu- 

ally being built up in American Jewish 
community life a set of standards and forces 
not too dissimilar from the authority that was 
the kehillah of Europe. American Jewry is 
maturing and with that coming of age is more 
or less voluntarily assuming the same obliga- 
tions and the same burdens and the same 
responsibilities as those our European pro- 
genitors bore a hundred years ago. 

For instance there has developed a set of 
standards of giving to local Jewish welfare funds 
which cannot be denied and which forces even ihe 
miserly to do their share. In respect to Jewish 
education we are coming to the point where the 
parent who overlooks the Jewish education of her 
child, will be subject to censure. A case in point 
is the Hillel Foundations which hardly any 
student can refuse to join without publicly ac- 
knowledging assimilationist desires. And as far 


as our communal institutions and agencies are 


concerned we long ago accepted the responsibility 
for their support. 

Without using force, force is being used. The 
authority of the Catholic Hierarchy does not 
exist in Jewish life, yet the Jew is performing his 
Jewish tasks just as if that authority were in- 
vested in Jewish leadership. Of course there are 
some who escape, but they know full well they are 
shirking their responsibilities, and this tends to 
make the defection temporary, and more often 
than not the unorganized and unaffiliated Jew 
comes back into the fold. 

This is Only a trend towards an ideal situation, 
which will be the American Jewry of twenty-five 
to fifty years from now. But enough evidence of 
the tendency is obvious to make this more than a 
prediction. The student of American Jewish life 
of the past ten years can see the crystallization vf 
many of the necessities for a healthy Jewish life 
in America, and can draw encouragement from 
the development, slow and gradual and halting as 
it is.

POSITION IN BOSTON INCIDENT 
EXPLAINED BY COMMITTEE 


To the Editor, 

I wish to inform you that your 
No. 2 editorial in the issue of 
Nov. 5th is based on an article 
written by Rabbi J. X. Cohen, 
which shows complete lack of 
knowledge of the Boston situation.

The situation is being handled 
intehigently, constructively and 
courageously.

understanding and is filled with 
prejudice.

Editor’s Note: Whether Rabbi J. 
X. Cohen’s article shows complete 


‘lack of knowledge of the Boston 


situation and was “not justified by 
the facts’ is between Mr. Gros- 
berg and Rabbi Cohen, although it 
must be said that as head of the 
Economic Discrimination Division 
of the American Jewish Congress, 
Rabbi Cohen has done a _ univer- 
sally-praised piece of work in the 
past ten years. Rabbi Cohen wrote 
that it was he who brought the 
situation to the attention of John 
P. Lewis, editor of PM, who then 
sent the reporter to Boston, which 
culminated in the expose of the 
whole mess. 

That there is a division of opin- 
ion as to the advisability of bring- 
ing the incidents into the public 
eye, and that these attacks were 
common knowledge to Boston Jew- 
ish leaders who knew that Jews 
were being attacked over a period 
of months, seems to be conceded 
by everyone. The editorial in 
question attacked this hush-hush 
policy. Evidently some one was 
sitting on the powder keg. 

The Central Advisory Commit- 
tee, through its Executive Director 
Henry W. Levy, has sent me a 
statement of its position, but the 
point in question is not clear. The 
statement, parts of which are print- 
ed below, does not indicate whether 
ihe Committee intended to throw 
the matter open to the public, or 
merely to submit the facts to a 
police commissioner who over a 
period of months had taken no 
action to clear up the situation 
although there had been court 
cases amd arrests and complaints 
and affidavits. The other point is, 
that the story blew up in the face 
of the Central Advisory Commit- 
tee, which whether it was intend- 
ing to go to the public in case 
the Police Commissioner refused 
to act or not, was placed in a very 
bad light because as a group which 
should have had the responsibility 
for doing something about the sit- 
vation, it had until PM broke the 
‘tery done nothing as far as the 
Mtb ie was concerned. :

1943, the committee did not be- 
come organized for active work 
until September, 1943. The Central 
Advisory Committee consists of 
thirty-eight individuals represent- 
ing a cross section of citizens who 
have been actively interested in 
Jewish and secular civic efforts. ° 

Early in October, 1943, Councilor 
I. H. Y. Muchnick brought to the 
attention of the Central Advisory 
Committee the fact that there had 
been numerous unprovoked as- 
saults upon Jewish citizens in Dor- 
chester, mostly juveniles, by gangs 
of boys and young men. The re- 
ports indicated that these attacks 
were made upon Jewish residents. 
because of the fact that they were 
Jews and for no other reason. 

Immediately upon receiving this 
information the committee asked 
that the evidence be submitted in 
such form that it could be pre- 
sented to the proper authorities, 
and appointed a sub-committee to 
supervise the gathering of such 
data. It was the unanimous opin- 
ion of the committee that this ma- 
terial, when correlated, should be 
presented to police and state au- 
thorities, with the demand that all 
the power of the city and the state, 
if necessary, be used to stop the 
continued terrorization of Doches- 
ter residents. 

The Central Advisory Committee 
feels that the assaults upon Jew- 
ish residents in Dochester is not a 
Jewish question, but are evidence 
of a serious menace to our democ- 
racy, which should be faced and 
solved by all Americans. Insofar 
as the lawlessness is a matter of 
hoodlumism, the problem is purely 
a police question in which all citi- 
zens alike are interested. To the 
extent, however, that these acts in- 
dicate the successful advance in 
Massachusetts of the anti-Semitic 
Nazi policy of “divide and®con- 
quer,” the situation presents a Sin- 
ister aspect, which can only be met 
by the united efforts of all per- 
sons interested in preserving the 
safety and freedom of our country. 

To date, the Central Advisory 
Committee has: 


1. Promptly appointed a_sub- 
committee to gather the available 
facts concerning the assaults in 


Dorchester. 


2. Conferred, through its repre- 
sentatives, with Police Commis- 
sioner Joseph Timilty on Monday 
morning, October 18, the appoint- 
ment having been made on the 
previous Friday, several days be- 
fore the incidents were first re- 
ported in the press. 
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3. Delivered, on request, a sum- 
mary of the data in its possession 
to Commissioner John Stokes of 
the department of public safety. 
after his appointment by Governor 
Saltonstall to head a fact-finding 
investigation. 


4. Urged by the Governor to 
expand his advisory committee, on 
a non-sectarian basis, by the ap- 
pointment of additional outstand- 
ing citizens to study the question of 
anti-Semitism and to recommend 
ways and means for combatting it 

5. Appointed counsel to defend 
four Jewish boys arrested in Dor- 
chester for alleged participation in 
an ‘affray, and to continue to act

are instances, I imagine, where 
Jewish buyers return items which 
they have worn, or demand repairs, 
and so on and on. 

Now there may be many in- 
stances of poor buyers like this, 
but take myself.-Because of hav- 
ing heard so much of this kind of 
criticism, whenever I buy, I never 
mention in the least about the 
price. I rarely, if ever, return an 
article, often even buying with- 
out a 
cause of what I hear continually 
about Jewish buyers. 

It’s not just the assimiliationist 
Jew who voices these unkind and 


unecessary criticisms. If that 
were true, then the complaint 
would be understandable. They 


don’t like anything Jewish, so they 
don’t like the Jewish buyer. 

As far as I can see. when the 
older generation disappears, this 
so-called evil will disappear, for I 
dovbt that there are many young 
people who ever give cause for 
this kind of criticism. And the 
older generation, brought up on 
the European system, where the 
first price is never the buying 
price, has plenty in justification. 

But still that is not my point. 
My point is that the complaint is 
not justified, and is merely some 
kind of a defense reaction by which 
the businessman builds up his ego. 
I deal with thousands of Jews every 
week, and although there are some 
bad, they are just the average, and 
as a whole they are just as any 
other group of people, I wish there 
were even more. 

Many of these chronic complain- 
ers have some very fine Jewish 
trade. Some of their best cus- 
tomers even. In fact on question- 
ing, I have had them admit as 
much to me. These they overlook 
when a person comes in who may 
be over!y choosy, or may want a 
cheaper price, etc. 

I wonder, too, what kind of buy- 
ers these guys are when they or- 
der their merchandise; whether 
they exhibit every trait which they 
complain about in others. 

In any event, it is definitely a 
bad streak, and has very litt’e 
reason for being. Let’s cut it out.

RABBI GREENWALD EXPLAINS AIMS

No member of our council could 
have stated the case better! We 
are not fighting the opportunities 
which have come or which may 
come to our unfortunate brothers 
to find a haven from the storm 
of hate.

“make American Jews an integral 
part” of a world-wide political 
pressure group! 

Continuing in this same article, 
I find other instances of realism 
and honest confession. To those 
who beat their breasts in triumph 
over the “victory” of the Zionist 
political idea at the American Jew- 
ish Conference, the editor says: 
“This is self-deceiving.” “The 
delegates,” he asserts, “who ac- 
claimed the Jewish Commonwealth 
probably would have registered a 
different proportion of ayes and 
nays had they been asked to vote 
on a separate resolution declaring 
that the five million Jews in 
America regard themselves as part 
of a world-wide Jewish nation.”

For such Jews, 
the American Council for Judaism 
offers not political aims, nor po- 
litical organization, but we raise 
high the banner of our religious 
faith round which they may rally, 
for the preservation of that faith, 
against the inroads of secularism 
in general, and of secularistic 
Jewish nationalism in particular. 
For this purpose, we have organ- 
ized the American Council for 
Judaism. American Jewry has 
waited for this leadership. They 
are joining our ranks rapidly. The 
editor of the American Jewish 
Congress Weekly has encouraged 
us, albeit unintentionally, certainly 
unwillingly! We thank him.

Deny 100,000 
Jews to Enter 
Canada

MONTREAL—The campaign 
which French-Canadian reactionary 
elements in the province of Quebec 
have been waging in an effort to 
prevent the admission into Can- 
ada of any refugees from Europe 
received a sharp setback this week 
when Minister of Mines and Re- 
sources, J. A. Crerar, who is the 
official responsible for immigration 
matters, denied the allegation that 
Jews are negotiating to settle 100,- 
000 European refugees in the Que- 
bec district. 


The charge was first made by 
Maurice Duplessis, former premier 
of Quebec, who has frequently been 
accused of having Fascist leanings. 
Duplessis, speaking at a meeting 
in a rural community recently, ex- 
hibited what he purported to be a 
photostatic copy of a letter from 
the “International Zionist Brother- 
hood” to Rabbi Jesse Schwartz, 
executive director of the Zionist 
Federation of Canada, stating that 
a meeting of the “brotherhood” in 
New York had decided to give 
financial support io any political 
candidate in Canada who “openly 
or secretly” would support the 
settlement of 100,000 Jews on 
farms in Quebec. 


Rabbi Schwartz and Louis Fitch, 
K. C., prominent Canadian Jewish 
leader, have branded the letter : 
“clumsy. forgery” and denied. tl 
existence of any such organizza 
tion as the “International Brother- 
hood.” 


Government spokesmen revealed 
this week that Canadian officials 
in Lisbon are already examining 
the applications of refugees wh. 

Thes 
applications, after being examined

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IRVING TAITEL—THE UNKNOWN 
MAN OF INDIANA JEWRY 


By G. M. Cohen 


The unknown man of Indiana 
Jewry is Irving Taitel of Knox, a 
very small town about 40 miles 
south and west of South Bend. 

Unknown to most of Indiana 
Jewry, even by name, Mr, Taitel it 
js who is one of the moving spirits 
behind the Committee for a Jew- 
jsh Army of Stateless and Pales- 
tine Jews, who under other names 
is known as the League for a Free 
Palestine, and the Emergency 
Committee to Save the Jews of 
Europe. Not only is Mr. Taitel 
one of the “brain trust” guiding 
this militant organization, but it 
is said that he contributed $200 a 
week to it. 

Mr. Taitel, as you must have 
guessed, is of the fighting variety. 
I called him a pessimist, and he 
gave me the answer which most 
Zionists give when charged with 
the same views, that he is not a 
pessimist, but merely a realist, and 
you can take it that way if you 
wish. But he is pessimistic about 
the future of Judaism in Amer- 
ica; and says it will survive only 
in Palestine. He is troubled about 
the indifference of ‘American Jews, 
and asked me, “What is wrong 
with American Jews?” For him- 
self, he believes that the Jews of 
the United States should begin to 
worry more about themselves sole- 
ly, and less in the relationship of a 
by-product to other happenings. 

In appearance, tall and husky. 
Mr. Taitel looks like a Scandina- 
vian, with that same light look 
around the eyes, and one would 
hardly take him for a Jew. He 
is 48 years old, but looks like 35, 
and his family includes a wife, 
whom he adores, a daughter at 
the University of Chicago and 
one son in the army, and another 
son only six years old. 


Ads For Jewish Army His Idea 

Mr. Taitel’s interest in the Jew- 
ish army group goes back to the 
infancy of the organization. In 
fact, it was Mr, Taitel who put 
over the idea of the full-page ads 
in the daily papers, which after 
being the subject of heated con- 
troversy, have now been adopted 
by other Jewish groups. The group 
was trying to figure out ways 
and means to bring their cause tu 
the attention of the public, when 
Mr. Taitel got the bright idea of 
buying an ad in the first edition 
of The Chicago Sun, which was 
just about to come into the Chi- 
cago newspaper field. He offerea 
to pay for the ad and the idea 
was accepted, only The Chicago 
Sun’s first edition advertising space 
was all contracted for by that 
time. Mr. Taitel then suggested 
the New York Times, and you 
know the rest. These ads, instead 
of bringing in immense returns 
(they all have little boxes in the 
corner asking for contributions 
from interested parties), barely 
pay for themselves, Mr. Taitel said. 

I may not be giving you a clear 
picture of Mr. Taitel, but then he 
is a man of inconsistencies. There 
is not the slightest trace of vicious- 
ness about him, and although his 
group has been fought by the es- 
tablished Jewish leadership, tooth 
and nail, he hasn’t the first thought 
of antagonism against them. 


Mr. Taitel still thinks the war 
in Europe will be over by Jan. 1, 
1944, although by now he is will- 
ing to extend the limit another 
month or so. Japan will capitu- 
late by June, 1944, he believes. 
50,000 Pairs a Week 

The Taitel factories manufacture 
Pants, and how they manufacture

them! Between the three factories 
(two others are at Bremen and 
Scottsburg), make 50,000 pairs a 
week when they operate at ca- 
pacity. The method on which the 
factories operate was devised by 
a Notre Dame professor, and the 
pants travel along a production 
line, much as in an automobile 
factory. 


Jews Should Be Free To Fight 

Mr. Taitel spoke at the lunch- 
eon in Chicago, welcoming Rep. 
Will Rogers, Jr., who went to Eng- 
land for the committee, and I 
thought I would give you a para- 
graph from his talk, to show you 
how he thinks: 


“The gradual beating down of 
the enemy is bringing victory 
ever closer and closer to the 
United Nations, but the Jewish 
people already have lost this 
war, as is evidenced by their 
millions of slaughtered dead, We 
know a greater glory could have 
portunity to fight on the field of 
battle, under the Star of David, 
just as the escaped Free French, 
Norwegians, Poles and others 
fought and are fighting under 
their banners.” 


“Any Jewish Group Does Good” 

Mr. Taite: contributes to every- 
thing. In fact when I asked him 
whether he would give money to 
the American Jewish Committee, 
if he were approached, he said: 
“Yes. I may not agree with their 
policies, but any group working 
in the Jew?sh field, is bound to do 
some good somewhere, and I would 
help them on that basis.” In fact. 
he told me an interesting story 
about a $500 gift he made to the 
Hebrew Theological College in Chi- 
cago. Asked to appear on the pro- 
gram, he consented on considera- 
tion that he be allowed to speak 
for three minutes on the Jewish 
Army. That was all right with 
the College officials, but when the 
time came for his talk, he was told 
that there had been some objec- 
tion, and would he be understand- 
ing enough not to force the issue? 
He was. I asked him what he had 
done this year about the college. 
“Oh,” he said, “I gave them $500 
again this year.”

Speaks On 


Strange Death 





Recently a picture called “The Strange Death 
of Adolf Hitler” has been on the screens. I 
haven’t seen this picture but I make free to take 
its title for the purpose of relating what I know 
about the approaching death of Adolf Hitler. 

How it came to me is of small importance to 
the readers who have come to accept the author- 
ity of columnists without question and to know 
that if it appears in a column it’s so. 

Yet there was a long time in my life when I 
was not a columnist and in that period I ac- 
quired a certain humbleness of the spirit that 
somehow remains with me even unto now. So 
that while I have been invested with the au- 
thority of a columnist my humility occasionally 
arises to speak softly: “After all, you’re still 
only Segal.” 

This is such an occasion. Though the authori- 
tative columnist in me would trucently dispense 
with all explanations of how the story of the 
strange death of Adolf Hitler came to me, the 
innate humbleness of my spirit tells me I owe it 
to the people to tell how the story of the strange 
death of Adolf Hitler came to me. 

So I do: 

It was on a recent drizzly October evening, too 
inclement even for a dog to be out, that I sat 
in the big, fat chair of my living room. As is my 
custom every such evening I was in the company 
of my pipe. It is a capacious pipe with mystical 
properties. 

Its fumes circle around my head like soft. fin- 
gers shut my eyes and carry me off to strange 
places and scenes and times and introduce me to 
strange people. So it was that evening. I had 
been thinking of this and that . . . of our lack of 
points to buy a good steak . . . of my grandchil- 
dren and the way Ellen puts a jigsaw puzzle to- 
gether already . .. of what kind of a world I 
wanted after this work . . . all that. 

I had taken some dozen puffs of my pipe when, 
as is the way of the incense-like smoke, it caused 
my eyes to close and I became aware that I was 
in the year 2043. It seemed quite incongruous. I 
looked around: We were still living in the same 

apartment with the same furniture, though my 
wife had always been saying that we should 
move. It was impossible that she would have 
tolerated our staying here 100 years. 

My poor ,confused mind was at a loss to make 
head or tail out of the situation when I was 
startled half out of my already helpless wits by 
a sudden voice. .. . “Good evening, Herr Se- 
gal.” : . . You know how it is to be suddenly 
assailed by a strange voice in your own living 
room. 

Yet even in most frightening moments I re- 
main the courteous man of aplomb. I looked up 
at the intruder, who was comfortably disposed on 
my sofa, and said to him quite calmly: “Good 
evening, I thought you were dead.” 

He was unmistakable! That comical mustache 
I had always laughed at in the picture. That 
unpleasant voice that had always irritated me 
ever since I first heard it from the Sportspalast 
on the radio. That short, comical figure that had 
never looked heroic to me. 

“Yes, Hittler,” I said, “I thought you were 
dead 100 years.” 

It couldn’t be otherwise than that he was dead. 
I had seen the pictures! At the Palace Theater, 
as I well remembered! The picture showed Hitler 
being led to the wall in the jail yard. A squad of 
German soldiers. Yes, the Germans themselves 
had done it. A sharp, rough command of the 
German lieutenant in charge, We heard the vol- 


ley. They spared our sensibilities the sight of 
Hitler falling dead, but a moment later a crum- 
pled body lay by the wall 

“Hitler, you’re dead,” I said. A saw you die.” 

They had shown us his rude grave afterward. 
A heap of dirt. Somebody had thrown a ragweed 
on top. His grave was in a bleak field far from 
the habitations of men. 

“Hitler,” I said, “I saw you buried. I saw you 
buried 100 years ago.” 

He laughed. He had fooled everybody, he said. 
I wasn’t the only one. The whole world thought 
he was dead and buried. Ho! Ho. It was a good 
joke on the whole world. His laughter was mirth- 
less, jagged like the creaking of rusty hinges. 

He was alive, he said; had never died. He was 
as alive as the hearts of the great-great-grand- 
children of the soldiers who had shot him. He 
repeated it: He was as alive as the hearts of 
the great-great-grandchildren- of the men who 
had shot him. I knew the fellow had a mystical 
turn and I could guess he must mean something 
subtly occult by his reference to being as alive 
as the hearts of the great-grand-grandchildren of 
the men who had shot him, But I kept arguing 
the matter: 


Hadn’t I seen him being taken to his death? 
The soldiers marching in solemn step How care- 
fully they examined their rifles to make sure 
every bullet was in place. I had seen every rifle 
pointing at his heart. If the rifle barrels could 
have been extended they would all have come 
to a point together at his heart. ... “And it was 
certainly you who was standding at that wall. 
The same mustache, the same figure. It was 
you. I saw your body lying there afterward.” 

Everything possible was done to make a com- 
plete death of it. There were witnesses standing 
‘round about. . . . “A doctor approached your 
body and listened through a stethoscope and 
made sure you were dead. You can’t tell me 
you aren’t dead. It was as perfectly managed 
a job of killing as I had ever seen.” 

“Ah, but they forgot one thing,” Hitler said. 
They forgot one thing,” Hitler said, “They for- 
got to kill me in their hearts.” 

Here my pipe fell from my hand and clat- 
tered to the floor (my wife scolded me afterward 
for scattering ashes on the rug) and I opened 
my eyes. Hitler had gone. It seemed to me there 
was truth in what he had said... “They forgot 
to kill me in their hearts” . . . They had killed 
only the physical Hitler. Hitler, the hideous 
idea, had kept on festering in the hearts of men, 
like maggots multiplying, through the genera- 
tions even to 100 years, to the great-great-grand- 
children of the men who shot him. To new genera- 
aions all over the world whose hearts exhaled 
miasmic hates and prejudices and malice by 
which men were turned one against the other. 
They hadn’t killed him in their hearts. 


I thought I should give the incident of my 
living room to the peacemakers. They may see 
that peacemaking is not a mere matter of things 
written on fine paper and of burying Hitler. First 
of all, it has to do with a way of education by 
which to purge the falsehood of hate, preju- 
dice and malice from the hearts of people, be- 
ginning with their childhood. Then Hitler will 
be dead also in the hearts of men. Hitler must 
be killed in the hearts of men 

If the peacemakers have any doubts about the 
authenticity of the incident, why, here is the evi- 
dence of my pipe!
